Elenor 
Calvert’s other children by Mr. Custis, were 
Martha (Mrs. Peter), Eliza (Mrs. Law) and 
Elenor (Mrs. Lawrence Lewis). Mr. Custis 
died in 1781, his .widow married Dr. David 
Stuart of ‘‘Chantilly,” Va. and had several 
children.
